Applicant submits that the Final Office Action failed to provide adequate rationales to support a conclusion of obviousness, citing that the 
gap between the prior art and the claimed invnetion render the claim non-obvious to one reasonably skilled in the art. Examiner maintains 
the position that the two references are within the scope of the invention and appropriately combined to teach the claims subject matter. 
The teachings of Radican are directed to container identification and monitoring/logistics with the rfid providing a unique label of the 
container. Sansone'steaching is directed to postal containers routing and tracking, with 'the mail being placed into trays and the trays 
indicating the contents of the trays', being relied upon as providing a label unique identifier. This common directive of the two references 
provides the rationale for obviousness. 

The Applicant also states the the Official Notice given as teaching ' the setting the number of unique variables equal to a known, or required 
number of unique combinations of those variables', lacks evidence. Examiner refers to the pertinent art section of the Final Office Action, 
and also cited on Form 892, as supporting documentation and evidence of 'old and well-known'. 
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
